This week marks the 70th An- 
niversary year of Thomas A. Edi- 
son’s invention of the incandes- 
cent lamp, on October 21, 1879, 
and the foundation of the nation’s 
electric light and power indus- 
try—évents which have been of 
benefit o every man, woman, and 
child in the United States, accord- 
ing to Roscoe R. Sparks, Southern 
California Edison Companry dis- 
trict manager. 

The development of electric 
pawer has brought millions of 
people jobs, comfort and conven- 
iences undreamed of seventy years 
ago, Mr. Sparks pointed out, and 
has hélped make possible today’s 
electrically powered industrial 
and farming methods which are 
largely responsible for the Amer- 
ican standard of living.

MUSEUM WANTS 
OLD VISALIA 
SADDLES 


Wanted: Original Visalia sad- 
dies and the tools used by the 
early-day saddle makers for dis- 
play in the new Tulare County 
museum at Mooney Grove, be- 
tween Visalia and Tulare. 

Persons knowing of such equip- 
ment are asked to get in touch 
with Miss Annie Mitchell, cura- 
tor of the museum, in Valisia. 

Miss Mitchell states she al- 
ready has received much iforma- 
ton from Mrs. Ada Walker Mc- 
' Mullough, daughter of D.E. Walk- 
er, one time owner of the Visa- 
lia Saddle company, and Mrs. F. 
Madrid, daughter of Jesus Sala- 
zar, who helped make the saddles. 

One of the first Visalia sad- 
dles was made in 1868 by Ricar- 
do Mattley. A cowboy had 
brought his worn saddle for re- 
building into the shop of Juan 
Martarel where Mattley work- 
ed. The resulting job was made 
from oak taken from a grove 
of trees along the Kaweah river 
and was remarkably light in 
weight. 

Shortly after Martarel’s sad- 
dle shop gained a reputation for 
the new saddles which were much 
lighter than the heavy Mexican 
saddles used by most cowboys 
in California at the time and were 
much more comfortable on the 
horse. 

The Visalia saddles were what 
people today might call custom 
jobs. Each saddle was original. 
Each had a hand carved tree 
and all leather and silver was 
hand tooled. 

Only seven men are known ac- 
tually to have worked on the sad- 
dles. They were Ricardo Mattley, 
Jaun and Jesus Salazar, Estevan 
Ybarra, Leland Burgen, Cipriano 
Martinez and Alsalio Herrera.

SITE MARKER 
SET SUNDAY 


Frank Latta, curator of the 
Kern County museum, spoke on 
his personal experiences with the 
Yokut Indians at a ceremony, 
Sunday,- in which a California 
Centennial Historical marker was 
temporarily placed on the grounds 
of the Alta Vista school east of 
Porterville in memory of the ori- 
ginal Tule River Indan Reserva- 
tion that was established in that 
area in 1856. 

Harold G. Schutt, Lindsay, pres- 
ident of the Tulare County His- 
torical society presided at the 
meeting; Bill Rodgers gave a brief 
history of the old reservation; 
Donald Witt spoke on an arrange- 
ment of Indian baskets and arti- 
fact displayed by himself and Mrs. 
Witt in the school and Sardis 
Templeton introduced a group 
of Indians including: 

Louie Dionicio and his grand- 
son, Clifford Silva, and Mrs. Rosie 
Hunter Franco and daughter, 
Mary. Dionicio and his grandson 
live in Success Valley, not far 
from the present reservation, and 
Mrs. Franco and her daughter 
live the greater part of the time 
on the regervation. 

John Turner, son of Thomas 
Turner, who was superintendent 
of the original reservation from 
1873 to 1876, when it was moved 
to its present location on the 
South Tule River, was also in- 
troduced by Templeton.

Knowing what you want and 
what to look for will mean less 
chance of being “sold.” 


In the first place, good wool 
feels soft to the touch. The manu- 
facturing firm is required to la- 
bel the wool content of a garment, 
so look for the label and feel the 
wool to be sure of the quality. 

Check Garment 

Sit, stretch and walk in a gar- 
ment before. buying. Clothing 
sizes may vary some with differ- 
ent grades. Do not depend on the 
size on the label. 

Look at the cut of a garment, 
to indicate its quality. Low cost 
clothing is often “skimp cut.” 
The stitching should be even and 
straight with seams deep enough 
to hold. Good quality garments 
are reinforced in places where 
there will be strain. 

Look For Spots 

Look for thick and thin spots 
in sweaters. They may later be- 
come holes, In trousers a_ bias- 
faced band insures longer ‘wear. 

After the garment is purchased, 
remember that even.the best qual- 
ity clothing will last longer and 
wear better if it is given a rest

Alfalfa Seedbed 
Is Key To Good 
Stand Later 
By RALPH L. WORRELL 
FARM ADVISOR 

Farmers who are planting alfal- 
fa this fall should prepare the 
seedbed and plant the crop care- 
fully in order to help insure a 
good ‘stand. ; 

Much of the early success of an 
alfalfa depends upon the care tak- 
en in planting it. A firm well- 
pulverized seedbed is desirable, 
with very little trash in the sur- 


face soil. A loose, cloddy or trashy | 


soil surface dries out quickly and 


thus may kill the seedlings which | 


are germinating. 
Recommendations are to pre- 
irrigate the field, then work it 
lightly. with a harrow to form 
the seedbed. The seed may then 
be broadcast and covered with 
a cultipaker. This will firm the 
seed into the moist soil and yet

hot cover it so deeply as to delay 
germination. os 

If rain showers do not occur 
shortly after the seed is planted, 
light irrigations may be needed 
at intervals to prevent the crop 
from dying out.
